The Alien and the Journal. 
We have no desire to enter into a 
controversy with the editor of the 
I Journal over his recent ill-advised 
| “ignorant alien" article, much less to 
j reply to his silly negro stories. We 
; have no time or space for, nor do we 
j think that the public is particularly 
j interested in such matters. We insist 
i however, that the Journal did say ex­ 
actly what this paper quoted it assay­ 
ing, namely, that “where the integri­ 
ty of the public service is about to be 
overthrown by an ignorant alien race, 
extreme measures are justifiable.”— 
Whether the editor meant what he 
said or not wo have no present means 
of knowing. He says ho did not 
mean it. Let the public judge. 
We 
also iunist that the aforesaid editor, 
in his attempt last week to explain 
this unpleasant affair away, makes 
himself even more ridiculous, and, 
therefore, more to be pitied, than 
ever. 
He finds fault with our use of 
the word disfranchise, and claims 
that “an alien cannot be disfranchised 
because no alien is allowed to vote in i 
this country. ' Now, ’’our ir-pi-rcri 
ical friend of the Journal will take]

It does not necessarily moan “to tak­ 
away” a thing. 
It means as well “to 
deny or withhold” a thing from a 
person. It follows, then, that an alien 
may be disfranchised by simply de­ 
nying or withholding from him the 
right of citizenship, and a citizen of 
this country may be disfranchised by- 
taking that right from him. 
So, the 
gentle friar, in his attempt to “do” 
the Dispatch, is hoisted with his own 
petard, and thut, too, very effectually 
We again insist that the Journal is in 
error when it asserts that “no alien 
can vote in any of the states.” We 
say that there isn’t a single state of 
this Union in which aliens do not 
or may not, legally vote at all elec­ 
tions. Let us see. 
What is an alien? 
In the United States an alien is a per­ 
son born out of the jurisdiction of the 
country, who has not been made a 
citizen (of the United States) accor­ 
ding to law. 
There is no such thing 
as an alien of any single state. 
If 
alien at all it is of the United States. 
We find that under the old confedera­ 
tion the exercise of the power of 
naturalization 
was vested 
in the 
separate state. This rule led to much 
confusion as to the legal status of 
foreigners because the states had 
different laws upon the subject.— 
Hence the new constitution provides 
that Congress shall have jiower to 
establish a uniform rule of naturali­ 
zation. 
Congress has, accordingly, 
after making special provision for 
minors, soldiers and sailors, enacted 
that to become a citizen of the United 
States an alien must, at least two years 
before admission, declare his inten­ 
tion to become a citizen. 
Before his 
admission he must also show that hr 
has been a resident of this country 
five years. 
And until the foreigner 
complies with this law of the United 
States he is an alien and must remain 
so, notwithstanding a state may pass 
laws admitting him to any privileges 
which fall short of citizenship, such 
as making him a voter. In this state 
I » 
. 
j for instance, a foreign born person 
may vote if he has declared his iuten- 
I t on only to become a citizen of the 
| United States. 
He votes, but lie 
. 
as yet, an alien of this country. 
A 
j state can pass no naturalization aw. 
S and an alien can be admitted to citi­ 
zenship 011 no other terms than tho.v* 
prescribed by Congress. Making him 
a voter does not make him a citizen.

The Alien anti the Journal. 
We have no desire to enter into a 
controversy with the editor of the 
Journal over his recent ill-advised 
“ignorant alien" article, much less to 
reply to his silly negro stories.

We insist 
however, that the Journal did say ex­ 
actly what this palier quoted it assay­ 
ing, namely, that “where the integri­ 
ty of the public service is about to be 
overthrown by an ignorant alien race,

said or not we have no present means 
of knowing. He says ho did not 
mean it. 
Let the public judge. 
We 
also insist that the aforesaid editor, 
in his attempt last week to explain 
this unpleasant affair away, makes 
himself even more ridiculous, and, 
therefore, more to be pitied, than 
ever. 
He finds fault with our use of 
the word disfranchise, and claims 
that “an alien cannot be disfranchise 
because no alien is allowed to vote iii 
this country."

It does not necessarily mean “to tak­ 
away" a thing. 
It m e a n s as well "to 
deny or withhold" a thing from a 
person. It follows, then, that an alien 
may be disfranchised by simply de­ 
nying or withholding from him the 
right of citizenship, and a citizen of 
this country may be disfranchised be­ 
taking that right from him. 
So, the 
gentle friar, in his attempt to “do" 
the Dispatch, is hoisted with his own 
petard, and that, too, very effectually. 
We again insist that the Journal is in 
error when it asserts that “no alien 
can vote in any of the states." 
We 
say that there isn’t a single state of 
this Union in which aliens do not 
or may not, legally vote at all elec­ 
tions. 
Let us see. 
What is an alien? 
In the United States an alien is a per­ 
son born out of the jurisdiction of the 
country, who has not been made a 
citizen (of the United States) accor­ 
ding to law. 
There is no such thing 
as an alien of any single state, 
lf 
alien at all it is of the United States. 
We find that under the old confedera­ 
tion the exercise of the power of 
naturalization 
was vested 
in the 
separate state. This rule led to much 
confusion as to the legal status of 
foreigners because the states had 
different laws upon the subject.— 
Hence the new constitution provides 
that Congress shall have power to 
establish a uniform rule of naturali­ 
zation. 
Congress has, accordingly, 
after making special provision for 
minora, soldiers and sailors, enacted 
that to become a citizen of the United 
States an alien must, at least two years 
before admission, declare his inten­ 
tion to become a citizen. 
Before hii- 
admission he must also show that Id* 
has been a resident of this country 
five years. 
And until the foreigner 
complies with this law of the United 
States he is an alien and must remain 
so, notwithstanding a state may pass 
laws admitting him to any privileges 
which fall short of citizenship, such 
as making him a voter. 
In this state 
for instance, a foreign bora lier son 
us int 


>tes. 


may vote if he has d* 
ti on only to become 
United States. 
He 
as yet, an alien of this country. 
A 
state eau pass no naturalization av., 
and an alien caD be admitted to citi­ 
zenship on no other terms than tho>- 
prescribed by Congress. 
Making him 
a voter does not make him a citizen. 
We hope the Journal will see the 
point and say no more about aliens. 
If the friar would only keep himself 
infoamed, and, when caught, own up 
and not quibble, his paper might pos­ 
sibly in time become as reliable and 
readable as the Dispatch.

I have already told you that the rear col­ 
umn was 111 a deplorable state; that out of 
the 102 members remaining I doubted 
whether fifty would livo to reach the lake; 
hut having collected a large number of 
canoes, tho goods and sick 
men 
were 
transported in these vessels in such a smooth 
and expeditious manner that there were re­ 
markably few casualties in the remnant of 
the rear column. 
But wild natives, having 
repeatedly defeated the Ugarrowwa’s raiders 
and by this discovered the extent o f their 
own strength, gave considerable trouble and 
inflicted considerable loss among our lu-st 
men,

be dissatisfied with the time we had made. 
When progress by river became too tedious

These constant sights acted on 
my nerves until I began to feel not only 
moral but physical sympathy, a* though 
t(»e jveaknc" was contagious. Before night 
a Ilia lull carrier died, The Jp-t pf our So­ 
malis gave sign* of col lapse, and t life few non, 
danese with us were scarcely able to move. 
W hen the morning of the sixth day dawned 
we made broth with the usual ]s»t of but­ 
ter, an abundance of water, a jsvt of con­ 
dense!) m ilk and a eupfiill of flour for 
thirty people. 
The chiefs and Bonny were 
Called to a council.

ten tlays was not difficult to procure, but 
the sick ami feeble remaining must -tarve 
unless I met with good fortune, and accord­ 
ingly a stone of buttermilk, flour and 
biscuits were preyarcd and handed over to 
ihL '-hurg.e of Bonny.” 
In the afternoon ol 
the seventh da> 
« niustcrcd everybody, be­ 
sides the garrison of the pump, ten men. 
Sadi, u Maneva chief surrendered ‘fourteen 
of hi* men to their doom. 
Kibbobora, an­ 
other chief, abandoned his brother, and 
Fundi, another Maneya chief, left one of his 
wives and her little boy. We left twenty-six 
feeble and sick wrct< lies, already past all 
hope unless food could Ik* brought them 
within twenty-four hours. In a cheery tone, 
though juv heart was never heavier; 1 told 
the forty-three hunger.bfBen people that I 
was going hack to hunt for the m ining 
men. 
We traveled nine miles that after­ 
noon, having passed severalxlead people 011 
the road, and early on the eighth day of 
their absence from camp, we 
M KT TH EM M A ECU I NO 
in an easy fashion, but when we were met 
the pace was altered, so that in twenty-six 
Jpours from leaving Starvation camp we 
H er# bat-k llith a cheery abundance around 
us of gruel und porridge, bpijing bananas, 
boiling plantain*, rousting meat and sim ­ 
mering soup. 
This had been my nearest 
appproach to absolute starvation in all my 
A moan experience. 
Altogether twenty-one 
persons succu 111 bed in this dreadful camp. 
On Dee. 17 the Ihuru river was reached 111 
thfee liours, and having a presentiment 
that tim garrison pf Fort Bodo were stil 
where I left them, the Ihurp was crossed 
the next day, and for the two following 
days we steered through the forest regard­ 
less ot paths.

23, the uni Nil expedition continutil 
the march eastward, and a* we had now to 
work by relays, owing to the fifty extra 
’loads, we did not reach the lturi ferry, 
which was our last camp 111 the forest re­ 
gion before emerging on grass land until 
Jan. 9. 
My anxiety about Mr. Jephson and 
Emin would not permit me to dawdle 011 
on the road. 
M AKING DOUBLE TRIPS 
in this manner, so, selecting a rich planta­ 
tion and a good camping site east o fth e 
Ituru river, I left Stairs in command with 
124 people, including Parke and Nelson, 
and on Jan. 11 continued my march east­ 
ward. 
The people of the plains, fearing a

as we advanced ami formally tendered 
their submission, agreeing to the contribu­ 
tions and supplies.

You can but imagine the 
intense surprise I felt while reading the let­ 
ters by giving you extract* from them in 
Sephson’s own words. 
Jephson, in hi* letter from Duffle, dated 
Nov. 7, 1888, continued: 
W hen the pa-ha ami I were on our way 
to Regaf two men—one an officer, A bdul. 
\ aal Effendi, and the other a clerk—went 
about ami told the people they had *cen

to quit the country in twenty four hours. 
With his whole Jmki^efiold he started the 
following morning (Nov 17) on the steam 
packet Alagoas for Lisbon, being accompa­ 
nied down the hay of Rio and out to sot by 
the Brazilian ironclad Riacliucio.

In remarkable contrast to her venerable 
and mild-looking sire is the Princess Isa­ 
bella. the one picturesque figure in this na­ 
tional drama. 
She is a woman who, 111 
almost any sphere of action, would makq 
her influence felt. Strong, self-reliant, with 
her mind trained to matters o f state and to 
dealings w ith diplomats, she has been the 
foremost advocate of all the progressiva 
movements in Brazil for the last ten years 
or mure. She is not a beautiful woman, 
but her face shows intellectual strength ami 
force of character. 
She i- now forty-three 
years of age, a thorough politician, a bit o 
a Bluestocking, an enthusiast on the sub­ 
ject of human ireedom. a strict Homan 
Catholic and partisan of the church, a lib 
eral iu principle and practice, and as posi­ 
tive in her temperament as her father is the 
reverse. 
Knowing these traits of the heir- 
presumptive, the Brazilians felt that with 
Isabella 011 the throne there would be a 
stronger hand at the helm of state than that 
ofth e old emperor, and a mind that could 
not be courted a* he had been at times into 
consenting

the Republicans. 
l-abella was married in

o f the j ire-en t center' 
ii m ay yet prove 
by (ar (lie must notable event that ha- 
occurred on the w i-tem hem isphere since 
the proclamation of the American republic 
and th*- dow nfall o f M axim ilian in Mexico, 
It ha* beet? fortunately unattended, as far 
as learned, by tho-*1 scene# of riot and 
bloodshed that are tfie usual accom pani­ 
ment* o f violent change# o f government. 
At the outset it would seem surprising 
that there should te a revolution in Brazil 
at all. 
The strength o f the Republican 
tarty, when tested in the recent elections, 
wa* apparently insignificant. 
They suc­ 
ceeded in retu rn in g a few members to the 
chamber of deputies, leat only after a second 
ballot, the Liberal leaders tein g in a m a­ 
jority in the ministry and having the legis­ 
lature with them 
overw helm ingly. 
So 
closely did the <diura< ter o f the government 
approxim ate t i w hat m ight be expected 
under a republic, and so liberal ba i teen 
the whole P ud* m y o f m e adm inistration 
during the fifty-eight years o f Dom Pedro's 
reign, that the )m*»j>1*- were generally be­ 
lk ved to be sat!.* Ii*1*! with things as they 
were. 
Indeed, there was in Brazil a faction 
am ong the wealthier classes so strongly 
conservative that they even blamed 
the 
emperor for hi# ultra-liberalism and pro­ 
gressive idea®. 
But w hile Brazil, with its population of 
nearly 11,OOO,Out), was already a republic in 
alm ost evciy th ing but tile name, 
Don 
Pedro ain! his adviser* could not fail to ob­ 
serve tHat there were oau.-es at work thqt 
threatened the dow nfall if Ll* government 
tit anj m om ent, 
Th© real revolution had 
been slum bering for m any year* before a 
single blow was struck. W hen the m om ent 
arrived a Boulanger was ready. 
The press 
of Brazil, and notably that o f Rio, Para and 
Bahia, had been openly republican. 
Re­ 
peatedly arx! recently they had called uj*o;\ 
the emperor to abdicate;exited in no retell* 
ions spirit, rn,r nit! they at any tim e en­ 
deavor to excite the people to deeds o f 
violence. 
The demand was made in the 
nam e cl the people, whom they declared to 
he republican at heart. 
In this crusade 
against the Braganza dynasty the Gazetr? fie 
Novicias. the Piario and th$ Paia were 


trifts martial law wa# established, and the 
polling places were in the hands of the ad­ 
m inistrative party. 
There were no serious 
protests, and, indeed, protests would have 
teen futile, fo r the trooj** were everywhere 
and were prepared for such a contingency. 
So the m om ent to strike w as deferred till 
after the battle at the polls. 
On a second 
i/allot a few Republican deputies were al­ 
lowed to be declared elected. 
This *uj>- 
pression o f the suffrages o f the people was 
the la*t notable act o f the m onarchical gov­ 
ernment o f Brazil. 
The story o f the revolution has already 
been told in the telegraphic dispatches, al­ 
though details which w ould throw light on 
much that is now unexplained are still want- 
) ing. 
After tile election tile j*opular discon­ 
tent steadily increased. Republican leaders 
j were waiting an opportunity to strike. Som e 
j tim e ago, foreseeing the danger, the govern­ 
ment announced its intention of reorganiz­ 
ing tile national guard and placing it upon 
1 a footing that would have made it greatly 
; superior in numbers and equipm ent to the 
regular troop*. 
The national guard, which 
had been disbanded and partially disarmed, 
had been in times: pa.-t the m ainstay of the 
empire. 
It was then nearly five hundred 
thousand 
strong, aiel 
comprised many 
w ealthy 
young 
Brazilian 
plant­ 
ers, 
business 
men, 
merchants 
and

The promised reorgani­ 
zation was bitterly op|#>-ed by the officers

Fonseca, with a very large major? 
itv o f the trooj*#, was republican at heart. 
The leaders took cou: -el audit was decided 
to anticipate the reorganization of the na­ 
tional guard, even if it became necessary to 
seize and overthrow the existing govern­ 
ment. 
In th* m eantim e it was not difficult 
to arrange au understanding between the 
civil republican leaders aiel the truoj*# to 
act in concert when the m om ent arrived. 
So confident were th* former o f the entire 
BUCO* .-- of the projected coup that they had 
a number o f new flag* manufactured in the 
city of Rio, on which the Brazilian crown 
was replaced by a Phrygian eap—the sym ­ 
bol of liberty.

Mme Merian is authority 
for the statement that the American 
Mygale attacks and kills small birds, 
even going so far as to drag humming 
birds out of their nests and devour 
them. The wolf spider is the most 
ferocious of the Mvgales, which, ac­ 
cording to M. Walekenaer, are divi­ 
ded into thirty-six species. 
The question is, How did the spider 
get to Morgan Park? Mr. Truax’s 
theory is that in some way it was 
brought over by a gang of Italians 
who recently arrived in this country 
and are now at work in Morgan Park.

J a m e s M iller. 
Writing of Janies Miller reminds 
one that the first martyr of what is 
now Somerville, contributed to the 
cuuse of liberty in 1775, was named 
James Miller. 
It was on the day of 
the Concord fight. The British were 
retreuting jiell mell to Boston. Their 
line of march lay through what is 
now Washington street. Somerville. 
A few rods west of the corner of that 
street and Medford street, and just 
at the base ot glorious old Prospect 
hill—whereon the first stars and 
stripes ever flung to the breeze was 
raised, according to some historians 
—Miller, a rnon 70 years of a g e , by 
the way, took his place behind a 
stone wall with a farmer neighbor 
and began to blaze away at the pas­ 
sing redcoats. 
The fire getting too hot for safety, 
the officer in command of the British 
troops sent hack a platoon to dis­ 
lodge the plucky Americans. 
“Come, James, it is time for us to 
go,” said Miller’s companion, pre­ 
paring to retreat. 
“No, came the determined tones 
from the hero’s lips. “ 1 am too old 
to run ” and, facing the foe proudly 
nnd defiantly, h*- fir *1 his last shot, 
aud with thirteen bullets in his heart, 
ere the smoke of his own rifle had 
cleared away, he fell dead. 
Yet the scene of Miiler’s martyr­ 
dom is unmarked today.—Boston 
Globe.

T h e D e se c r a tio n o f R om e. 


In order not to wander too far 
from the main subjec t, I will cite one 
item only of these annals of destruc­ 
tion.

nr* lies, the basilicas mos famous in 
Ilomun history, in the history of the 
Old World, together with the ins< rip- 
tions which indicated their former 
use or design, and the statues and 
bas-reliefs which ornamented them. 
In 1540 the podium, steps and pedi­ 
ment of the temple of Antonins and 
Faustina were removed to Ft. PoDt ’s 
or otherw ise made use of. 
Between 
1541 nnd 1 515 the* sum • fate l>efell 
the triumphal arch rai»**d in honorof 
Augustus after the battle of Actium; 
and a portion of the Cloaca Maxima. 
In 1546 the temple of Julius Caesar 
was le v e lle d to the ground, together 
with the Fasti Consulars and Tri- 
umpliales engraved on its marble 
basement; in 1547 the temple of Cas­ 
tor nnd Pollux was dismantled; in 
1549 the temple of Vesta, the temple 
of Augustus, and the shrine of Vor- 
t unin as.—Rhdolfo Lanciani.

This plan for 
the convenience of letters was the in­ 
vention of one Palmer, of Bath, Eng­ 
land. The mails had previously been 
conveyed by carta with a single horse*, 
or by boys on horseback.—Boston 
Budget.

The refusal of Philip D, Armour, to 
npjiear before a congressional com­ 
mittee nfc Chicago to answer ques­
